Tillage is now almost exclusively a-fishing 
port, but years ago it had quite u coastwise 
aud some foreign trade, and for many ycarSj 
and until quite recently, had a resident cus- 
tom bouse officer. Before JbV.ll River existed 
it Bout vessels to the West Indies for sugar 
and molasses. The interior towns of Bristol 
county, Mass., us well as Tirerton mid Little 
Comptou largely obtained their supplies 
here. About 112 j-ears ago n circumstance 
occurred which tended greatly to inflame 
and prejudice the minds of the 
colonists 


against the mother country. 
Hon. William 


P. Sheffield, iu his admirable paper on the 
history of Newport, thus speaks of the 
event : "Tho St. Johu, under command of 
Lieut. Hill, came into tho harbor of New- 
port on the ;!0th of June, ITGf. 
Upon tho 


arrival of this vessel, the commanding officer 
was informed that the brig Basto, from 
Monto Christo, under command of one "Wm- 
gflta, bad'landed a cargo of sugar at a placo 
now called Bridgeport, 
near Howlaud's 


Forry, in TiTorton. 
The .St. John immedi- 


ately started for Bridgeport, seized tbe car- 
go of sugar, ninety three hogsheads, aud'tho 
uoit day seized the brig as she lay above 
tho ferry, and brought the vessel aud cargo 
to Newport." 
Tho old building is still 


standing that was used in those days for a 
warehouse, but it has long since ceased to 
be necessary for tho purposes for which it 
was built.

ly:- 


Tbo experiment was begun iu October, 


1874. 
A small store on the corner of Mar- 


ket amlFifteeuth streets was secured nnd 
neatly fitted up. 
Tho location WHS central, 


and in tho imme-ljato neighborlinnrl nf tlm 
new public buildings where live hundred 
men wero employed, and of tho Pennsylva- 
nia liailrond .Depot, whoro as many niorp 
teamsters, draymen nud laborers were daily 
engaged. 
"The 
SYorkingmau's 
Central 


Coffee-House"' started 
there in 
a very 


modest way, with a few pounds of coffee 
and sugar, a few down rolls, a small cook- 
ing stove, and a woman acting tho double 
part of cook nnd waiter. In a fow days the 
services of an assistant were required, and 
from day to day the business increased so 
that it became necessary to secure addition- 
al help and enlarged accommodations. Soon 
a complete kitchen had to be built in Iho 
basement, then tho adjoining store was 
added, and within n yenr the third fitoro, 
till now tho premises occupied by this 
"Contra! Coft'fie.Housn" nro nbout sK- limns 
as large as the little room in which it was 
opened. 


The success of this enterprise led Mr. 


Bailey to open another similar saloon far- 
ther down town, iu December, 1874. 
It 


was started at Ko. 31 South Fourth street, 
and from tho first was so crowded that ho 
was compelled to move iu June lo more com- 
modious quarters in the largo adjoining 
buildings, which were admirably fitted up 
for the purpose. This establishment well 
merits tho come of "Model" by which it hns 


jen called. 
The principles on which both theso cof- 


fee-houses aro conducted aro few and sim- 
ple, and can be patterned after elsewhere 
with equal assurance of .success. The pro- 
>rietor recognized Iho glaring fact thai
